Looks into Future 30 Years: Lists 


10 Points For South’s Development 


UNIVERSITY— 'Ten points 
which will mark the South's 
industrial developement in the 
next 30 years were predicted 
here by the University’s School 
of Chemistry dean emeritus 5S. 
J. Lloyd in a seminar for 
science teachers. 

Dean Lloyd made his con- 
clusions and predictions for the 
68 high school teachers taking 


part in the National Science 
Foundation sponsored science 
institute. 

“Thirty years ago I would 


have said that natural resour- 

ces of the Southeast would de- 

cide its future, but I have since 

learned better,’ he began. 
Strong Factors 

Without naming all the fact- 
ors, he implied that such mat- 
ters as education, politics, and 
religious views are all strong 
determinants in deciding how 
man develops his economic re- 
sources. 

Assuming no major war, he 
sees the following in the three 
decades just ahead. 

1. Coal mining and power 
‘will shrink temporarily to the 
amount used in making coke, 
but will soon rise again. It will 
be needed also for oi] manu- 
facture. 

2. Iron and steel production 
will increase 25 to 40 percent. 
A large steel and iron plant 
will be located across Mobile 
Bay at old Blakely and will use 
foreign ores. Also an economic 
process at dephosphorizing pig 
iron will be used. 

3. Oil and gas production will 
have grown in Alabama and 
spread across South Alabama 
into Georgia, Florida, but some 
of our needs in oi] will be sup- 
plied by synthetic oil from coal 
partially burned within the 
mine, 

Mobile to Grow 

4. Mobile will continue to 
grow as the salt deposits above 
it continue to be developed. 

5. At least one or two large 
pulp and paper plants will be 
built in Alabama and a similar 
developement will occur in the 
other states. Pulp and paper 
by-products, like coke by-pro- 
dusts, will form the: basis of a 
chemical industry. The South- 
east is a natural tree growing 
country. 

6. Sea water is the world’s 
greatest mine. The tremendous 
coast line of the Gulf States, 
especially Florida, will be the 
seat of many plants, recover- 
ing many products from sea 
water. : 

7. We shall see the shrinking 
of cotton and corn as maior 
crops, and the rise of fruit and 
vegetable growing. This will be 
aided by the improvement in 
fertilizers and __ insecticides 
which is now actually taking 
place. 

Servants are Gone 

8. There will be a revolution 
in home building, to make our 
homes more confortable and 
easily kept. The day of low 


> 


wage servants is past. 

9, The South has had lots of 
common labor but has been 
short of skilled people of all 
kinds. The extraordinary rush 
of veterans tnto schools was 
but one early phase of easing 
this shortage. The general lev- 
e] of skill should rise greatly in 
ten years. 

10. There will be social chan- 
ges, for economic reasons if no 
other. If we want markets for 
goods, we must have people 
with earning capacity great 
enough to pay for them, 

11. Industry and population 
will scatter and decentralize 
partly for economic reasons, 
but partly from fear of the a- 
tomic bomb, No one would 
waste an atomic bomb on Tus- 
caloosa, for example, but Pitts- 
burg and New York or Birming- 
ham might well draw the light- 
ning. Moreover, unclear power 
plants dependent upon uran- 
jum can be located anywhere 
regardless of other fuels, so 
long as they have water.

Second High Mark 


MONTGOMERY— Alabama’s 
total non farm employment for 
May at 740,800 added 3400 jobs 
over April and registered the 
second highest total recorded 

. for the State, according to Ar- 
thur D. Kelley, State Director 
of the Department of Indus- 
trial Relations. This figure 
Kelly said was only 4,000 below 
the record high of 744,800, 
which was reached in Decem- 
ber 1956. 

According to the report of 
employment totals of these two 
months could not be valid of 
the true economy of the State's 
employment, since the record 
high in December 1956 included 
workers hired by retail trade 
and department stores for the 
peak holiday buying season. 

An over the month gain of 

2100 workers was registered in 
the manufacturing industries, 
with transportation equipment 
accounting for 1700 of the in- 
crease, compared with May 1956 
employment in transportation 
equipment plants was up 46.0 
percent. 
Slight gains were reported in 
fabricated metals and miscel- 
laneous durable goods; but los- 
ses in the stone, clay, glass and 
lumber industries partially off- 
set these increases.

Coffee, Writer's Tour Shows 


By C. B. McDowell 

Bob Folsom asked me Friday 
morning if I could spare a cou- 
ple of hours for a trip over 
near Clintonville, so away we 
went, stopping long enough, 
however, on Smith Avenue, to 
erush the life out of a_ large 
snake that was coiled up by 
the roadside. We went across 
the new Dismuke bridge span- 
ning Pea River and two short- 
er concrete bridges, one on ei- 
ther side. 

Road-building was progiess- 
ing rapidly and we were told 
that important highway would 
be completed, weather condit- 
ions permitting, within the 
next few months. 

When I got back to the court 
house, I found from the county 
map that there are eight brid- 
ges spanning Pea River, as that 
stream makes its course from 
Northeast Coffee to Southwest 
Coffee County. 

Commencing in the North- 
east corner and _ proceeding 
downstream they are; Coles, 
Snellgrove, Desmukes, New 
Brockton, Weeks, Elba (Sim- 
mons), Ballard, Kinston (Old 
iron bridge). 

We toured the old Folsom 
home plantation consisting of 
600 acres, plus the farm bou- 
ght last year by “Big Jim”. 

On these farming operations 
we saw good crops of corn, 
peanuts, butterbeans, several 
varieties of peas, tomatoes, 
bird peas, legumes, etc., Bob 
said his 70 acres of wheat did 
not turn out as well as _ it 
should as the combine  con- 
tractor failed to do the job 
soon enough. 

He said, however, he learned 
that wheat can be grown suc- 
cessfully and profitably in this 
area.

Mr. Fol- 
som said the highway Depart- 
ment had accepted his offer to 
obtain the sand by making it 
accessible by opening up a 
road. He said his building and 
supply company gets fine and 

course quality sand from that 
source. 

Many acres of the Folsom 
plantation are located on the 


bank of a large creek with a 
plentiful water supply and Mr. 
Folsom said he is contemplat- 
ing installing a sprinkler sys- 
tem irrigating plant, 

Mr. Folsom said 60 of the 
new kind of quail that lay at 
6 weeks of age, have been lib- 
erated on the Folsom place and 
he counted 26 coveys. He said 
50 wild turkeys were also lib- 
erated and he sees toms and 
hens from time to time. 

Planting various varieties of 
bird feeds is an important part 
of the Folsom farming operat- 
ions. Liberating little fish in 
the river is also one of Bob's 
helpful activities.

Former City Cler!; 
But Fingers “See”.

I recently made an enjoyable 
visit with my old friend, W. W. 
Ham, at his home on Claxton 
Street. He is a remarkable 
character in many ways.  Al- 
though his eyes are almost 
Sightless, his fingers “see” as 
attested by the numerous use- 
ful articles of handicraft he has 
carved out with wood and 
knife. 

His daughter said her father 
always was handy with tools, 
especially his knife, and now he 
is finding plenty of time to 
put his talent to work. 

Mr. Ham was born near Elba 
-and has spent all of his more 
than four score years in_ this 
fommunity. Possibly no other 
person has had more to do with 
the growth and progress of El- 
ba than Mr. Ham. 

One of the highlights of lis 
achievements occurred soon af- 
ter he was appointed City Clerk 
in the L. P. Mullins adminis- 
tration. It was 1939, if I remem- 
ber correctiy and the City hall 
Mayor’s office, Clerks office, 
Police office, was in a hidden 
away section of the second 
floor of the Brooks building on 
the West side of the square. 

At that time the City of Elba 
was faced with two bond debts 
that were overdue and no mon- 
ey with which to pay. One was 
a $40,000 paving debt. Mr. Ham 
said those were tough days in 
Elba’s history, as the City had 
no credit and little money. 

That’s where Mr. Ham's vis- 
ion and faith came in good 
stead. He said he was convin- 
ced that Elba needed and de- 
served more adequate munici- 
pal facilities and suggested 
that a defunct bank building 
which was in progress if legal 
liquidation might be purchased. 

Finds a Way 

City officials agreed as to 
the need but asked Mr. Ham 
what could be used for money. 
Mayor Mullins was one of 
those who asked the questions, 
but Mr. Ham said Mr. Mullin’s 
surprised him within a shori

It so happened, said Myr. 
Ham, that his brother-in-law, 
Levy Powell, was president of 
the Troy Bank and Trust Co.,, 
end when Mr. Ham told him 
of Elba’s need for the building, 
he gave him the go-ahead 
light. 

Mayor Mullins gave Mr. Hain 
authority to negotiate the pur- 
chase of the former Bank build- 
ing at as low a price as possi- 
ble. Mr. Ham demonstrated rare 
buying skill by making the pur- 
chase of the entire property for 
municipal purposes for some- 
thing like $1,250. Mr. Ham’s 
brother-in-law, Mr. Powell, ne- 
gotiated the deal through his 
bank, 

Now Adequate 

The City now had an _ade- 
quate City hall, Clerk’s office, 
Police station, City jail, place 
for Fire Department and pub- 
lic library. This left some other 
rental space. 

To show what a shrewd deal 
Mr. Ham had negotiated _ for 
the City, after using the pro- 
perty for several years, and 
collecting considerable amounts 
in rentals, the property was 
sold to the Emergency Aid Life 
Insurance Association for en- 
ough to practically pay for the 
City’s share of the cost of the 
new municipal building. The 
City retained ownership of the 
City jail, which is no small as- 

Set, as it is convenieptly locat- 
ed across the street from the 
Police Department. 
Gives up Post 

Mr. Ham was forced to re- 
linquished his position of Ciey 
Clerk on account of failing eye- 
Sight after 16 years of efficient 
service. He was succeeded by 
T. D. Kendrick who, in turn. 
after Mr. Kendrick’s death, a 
few years later, was succeeded 
by his wife, Mrs. Josephine 
Kendrick.
